NOt only our own, but all the Bodies we converfe 
with and make ufe of, Animals^ Vegetabks and 
Minerals, rife out of the Earth. Which therefore is.-a 
Subjed of fo great Notice andCon/tderation, much to be 
wondred tbe Ancients fhould have beftowcl fo little Time 
QxThonght upon it; and the more becaufe many of them 
were fo e.xv?£? in the choice of what they were to treatup- 
fcn. But Georgius Agrkoh was the firft we know of, that

about i^oyears ago attetnpted any thing to purpofe ow 
this fubjed. His living in a confiderable Mim Cotmtry, 
and his great converfe with Ores and Minerals y gave 
him a mighty opportunity of advancing this Kmtvledge : 
And hh Leaming and Diligencewere both very extraor- 
dinary. But the greater part of his Labour wasemploy'd 
infetting forth theWaysof working the Mines % of dif-* 
covering and ordering the Ores of Metnls and Minerals t 
and in endeavouring to afcertain which particular Scrts 
oithem tbe Ancienis meant by their Names, rather than in 
ctearing up the Natural Eifiory of them. N©t but that he 
made fome Progrefs in this too, and very great for the 
time in which he liv'd, when Natural Stttdies- were only 
in their Infamy : Sogreat that nont of the Writers- ofFofi- 
jils fince his time have come nearhim. Indeed'the great- 
eft part ofthemhwz done little more than copy from his 
Writings. But of late there hath been fuch a view given 
rie World of the Extent, the £J/e and the Itripiortance of 
this 6W/, as to have recommended it to the Purfuit of 
fomeof the moQtdifcerning Naturalifts of the^ge, Amongft 
tbefe is Dr Scenchzerof Zitvich^hc Author of this Specimen % 
who along with Real heaming and great Perfond Ahilities, 
has {hewn a vaft deal of Diligeme in his- Inqmriesimothfs 
parPof Nature, That C#/ has been very happy in pro- 
ducing Jeveral, who have bent f^>e/r Thoughts this rvay. 
The works of lomadus Gefnertis, who was one of the 
greatefl: Genius of the lafi Age, and Jacofots Wagnerms 
Natural Hifiory of Svpitzerland , are Injiances of fc&*\r # 
Every body knows what yaft: Mountains there are in that 
Country . and Dr Scheuch%er with indefatigable Indttftry, 
to fay nothing of the Expence and of the great danger of 
fuch an Dndertaking, has carried his Searches and Enqui- 
ries to the Tops of the highefi of f/je«*. And even there 
he found variety o£Sea~fhelts, aud other Marine ProduUU 
ons. But thefe have been alfo oblerved on the higheft 
Mountains in other parts as well as here 5 which indeed

THe AuthotVincentio Viviani^ who was 80 years old 
when this Book was publifhed, and the laft alive 
©f the famous Galileot Scholars, was ever fince theyear 
1642 employed by the great Dukes of Tufcany in direcT:- 
ing the Fortifications of their Dominions, overfeeing 
their BuildkigSi, the «banks of the Rivers, and other 
publick Works ; €0 that he complained that he had 
not leifure to profecute his inventions in Geometry, 
that he made in his younger days, of whieh thls Book 
is one. 

As for his other Works they are thefe. In the year 
1659. he publiflied a Book in folio, intituled, De Maxi- 
mis & Minimit Divinatio Geometrica in §>uintum ApoU 
lomi Librum , and he wifties, that as Apolloniu/s own 
fifth Book was found fhortly after, fo Arifidtt/s Books 
may be foond after the edition of this. That Divinatio 
is tbe reafon why this Book, we are now to give an ac- 
count of, is called Dwinatio Secunda. In the year 1692 
he publiihed a Treatife in Italian, intituled, Formazione 
e Mifura di Tntti i cieli y in eonfequence of an JEnigma 
Archite&cnhum he ha<L under a borrowed natne, pro- 
pafed in the beginmng ol that year, in which divers 
learued men concerned themfdves* Thefe are.all he 

has 
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has publimed in Mafchematicks, be<?des t 1$ Book, and 
twp fmall pieces, containing the f >lutions of fome Prc- 
blemspropofed by French Mathematfcians. He dyed at 
FlonncCf An. 1709, and left a great many other Works, 
rather begun than perfed 5 bnt vvhich, fuch as they 
are, will no doubt be acceptable to the Publick, as 
coming from one of fo great knowledgc and reputa- 
tion in Symhetkk Geornetry, and Mechanical Learn- 
ing. 

fn the Preface to this Book he gives an account of 
Ariftaw Senior Geometra, as far as can be gathered from 
the Ancients, and of his Writings. This Arifiaus wrof e 
five Books ofConicl^ Se&imt, which Enclid himfelf valued 
fo much as to imitate aod add to them, as Pappus fays. 
He wrote other Five Books de Locis Solidis^ which are 
thefe that Vincentio Viviani pretends to reftore. Pappus 
alfo feems to fay that he wrote a Hiftory of what had 
been done in Geometry until his time. And Campanus 
in an Annotation on Prop. 1. Lib. XIV. of the Ele- 
ments, mentions a Book ofArifettf, intituled, Expojitie 
Scimtw quinque Corporum , from whence it may be in« 
ferred that he was of the Platonick SecT. 

Tho the Author intended five Books, as Arift<eus had 
writtenj yet he has publifhed only three, and feems 
to defpair of ever publifbiugthe other two.

Here is the determination of the Loci plani and Solidi 
that arife from feveral ways different from the former, 
For example, if from two given points there be drawc, 
feveral pairs of ftrait Lines, whofe Sqaares together be 
equal to a given Square, the concourfe of each pair is in 
the Locus planus of a Circle there determined. And (the 
other conditions remaining) if of each paar of Strait Lines 
one be drawn from a given poinr, and the other be perpen- 
dicular to a given ftrait Line, rfce concurfc is in the Loctu 
Solidus of an Ellipfis there determined. Afterwards there 
are feveral Problemsconcerning Arithmetical, Geometri* 
cal, and Harmonical mean proportionals betwixt two 
Extreams, and divers Methods for defcribing the Conick 
Se&ionsby points. There are alfo fubjoyned feveral ad- 
denda to all the preceding three Books,
